Hi Dick, 


I am trying to understand the double-pi output network of the ARK-20 but 
for the life of me cannot quite understand the design. Could you please 
provide me with some data concerning that final network? More specifically 
what is the input impedance? (I and guessing the output is 50 and the input 
is computed to be around 23 ohms) What is the Q of the various sections? If 
you don't mind sparing a bit of your time, could you see where I went wrong 
below? 
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XL (@.4uH) = 35.2 ohms XL=2* pix fel 

XL (@.6uH) = 52.8 ohms f = 14 MHz 

Xc (330pF) = 34.5 ohms Xc =1/ (2 * pix ftx*C ) 
Xc (390pF) = 29.1 ohms 

Xc (150pF) = 75.8 ohms 


Output termination is 50 ohms (antenna) 


If I assume that the network transforms downwards, ie. 50 to less than 
50 in the final section, and operating frequency is 14 MHz, then: - 


Xc1 (150pF) = Ro (50ohms) / Q 


This yields a Q of 0.66 which is a little on the low side but we'll go along 
with it for now. Now using: - 


Xc2 = Ri * sqrt((Ro/Ri) / (Q*Q + 1 - Ro/Ri)) 


where Xc2 and Ri is currently unknown (arbitrary? Since I am treating this 
as 2 discrete pi-sections the centre capacitor is split into two) I get:- 


Xc2 = Ri * sqrt((50/Ri) / (1.4356 - 50/Ri)) ---------- (1) 
Also, taking: - 

XL = (Q*Ri + (RixRo/Xc2)) / (QxQ + 1) 
where XL = 52.8 ohms I get:- 

52.8 = (0.66*Ri + (Rix50/Xc2)) / 1.4356 
which reduces to: - 

Ri S750 f (0.662+"50/XC2) sen etcsenoce totem retort e coe. (2) 
Or: - 


MED 2050 CIS IRI 0.66) Sere ee eee le (3) 


Substituting this into equation (1) I now get:- 


50 / (75/Ri - 0.66) = Ri * sqrt((50/Ri) / (1.4356 - 50/Ri)) 


which solves for:- 
Ri = approx 60.3 ohms 


This bears out with other calculations using Q = 0.66 but the problem is 

that Ri is now greater than Ro which is 50 ohms! My initial assumption was 
that Ro > Ri. If we assumed Ri > Ro, we'd get something like 63 ohms for Ri. 
In both cases it seems that the transformations from the output to the input 
is 50 to 60.3 (approx) for the final section, and 60.3 to 23 (approx) for the 
pre-final section. 


If for the moment I took this 60.3 ohm figure to be approximately 
correct, using the same equations above, I'd get Xc2 of 70.58 ohms which 
works out to the capacitance of 161 pF. With this figure then I'd arrive at 
the Xc1 of the pre-final section of 390-161 = 229 pF. This and the 60.3 ohm 
impedance yields a Q of 1.21. 


So, now we have:- 
Q= 1.21 Q = 0.66 
Rit = 23 ohms ----- > Ro1 = Ri2 = 60.3 ohms ----- > Ro2 = 50 ohms 


which looks nice BUT if this is the case, then something is very wrong 
somewhere because the value of the input capacitor at Ril for this network 
is nowhere near the actual 330 pF capacitor used. 


I can only assume that in solving for Ri (= 60.3 ohms) I have missed 
some other solution which is in fact less than 50 ohms. So now you have one 
confused puppy here. Can you help? Can anyone who reads this help? Thanks. 
Sorry for bothering you people with my ignorance.

About the only way to check the GelCells is to charge them & run them 
thru a cycle or 2. Use cells of the same ratings, in series for your 12 
Volt packs... 


Andy, N2TUK, with the Brockport Amateur Radio Klub, has been bringing in 
pulls that were installed for 4+ years, and some of these are flatter 
than a pancake, but come back to life with no problem. In fact, I run 
one of them on my transportable CellPhone, and it does a super job. The 
klub ran 3 of the 6.5a/h units for Field Day, and the other stations ran 
on deep-cycle Marine batteries. Rather impressive. (we had about 350 
Q's, running 5A as KB2UFY) 


To charge the batteries, a stiff regulated supply is a MUST !!! I built 
a charger from the 1990 ARRL Handbook, which uses an LM-317T for the 
regulator, and I run it off a 18VDC/1Amp wall-wart I got from a hamfest. 
Works like a champ... 


Good luck with the GelCells, and see you on the band(s)

Hook them up to a charger (auto type ok) set to anywhere from 1 to 5 amps 

and give each about 1 hour charge. This will be enough to put in 10 to 20 
percent of charge on a good battery. Then disconnect the battery and let 

set for 15 minutes or hook a light bulb across the batt for 30 seconds to 
bleed off any surface charge and measure the voltage. A 6V battery with all 
cells good will measure from about 6.25v to 6.5v; for each cell thats bad the 
voltage will be 2v lower.

Yes you can series/paralled batterys of the same current capacity if they 
are all good. I use 2 12v 24AH batterys in parallel with my TecTec and use a 
A&A Electronics Smart Charger to charge them. Works great.

We use battries to power our remote cloud seeding equipment. We 
have found that we must isolate the battries from each other with 
diodes to prevent a bad one from drawing down the good one. 


Do this by placing a diode, (something like a 4001), in each positive 
lead. This will keep any current from flowing back into the battry. 


We use solar panels here to keep them charged and have to use 4 
diodes with each pair of battries to do the same thing. But it 
has saved our bacon a number of times over the years. 


The way I do battries here when I am not sure of their condx is 
to do just what you said. Charge them up and then load test them.

To answer your question, the best way to tell that I 
use is to see if they will take a charge. If they 

were 12 volts you would use 14.4 volts to charge them. 
You want to limit current during charge to about 1/10th 


of the capacity. Example: 7 Amp hour would be 700 milliamps 
max. First I would measure just how low they are. 

A 12 volt goes flat at about 11 volts. I would think that 

if they are less than 5 volts, they need charged pretty bad. 
It is not good for them (gell cells) to remain at a low state. 


72 de cameron, kt3a 

You are going to have to do a bit of work and a good deal of waiting. 
First, put the batteries on charge, I will include below my info 

on charging gel cells. Second, the only way to be sure of a battery 
is to discharge it through a known load for a given amount of time. 
For QRP work use a 10 - 12 ohm resistor and make it 25 watts. This 
will load the battery to about one amp discharge, 12 W input approx 5 
watts output approx worst case QRP rig. Now see how long it takes to 
get to 11 volts. That's the life of the battery. (You might go to 10 
volts if your QR rig can operate down to 10 volts.) In general, the 
AHr ratings on these batteries don't mean much in terms of QRP 
operating since all QRP rigs are not created equal. 


To charge a gel cell (12 volt version) it should be allowed to go up 
to 14.4V. At that time it is considered (by the manufacturers, 14.4 
- 15 volts) to be fully charged. With a battery eliminator type 
charger you may notice that the charge current continues to drop as 
the voltage increases. This is a good thing since you don't want to 
keep forcing 800 ma into your battery when it is fully charged 
anyway. 


Smart chargers measure the voltage & reduce the current so that they keep 
the battery topped off continually after the battery reaches full 

charge. If you measure the voltage at this time you may notice it 
changing from time to time as the unit senses that a bit more current 

is needed. 


Another way to do the same thing is with a resistor/diode accross the 
battery. Set the diode so that no current flows through the resistor 
when attached to the battery. Then attach a 12 V battery eliminator 
(one of which you no doubt have around the house someplace) accross 
the resistor. In this way the eliminator current is split between 
the battery and the resistor. Pick the resistor such that its 
current draw is the same from the eliminator as the battery's when 
the battery reaches 13.8 Volts. With the diode this should be 
between 13.5 and 13.8 volts on the battery. 


For 7 AHr Gel cells to 75 AHr gel cells I found that 125 ohm five to 


ten watt resistors work well with the 300 ma @ 12 V battery eliminators 
(BE) I sell as chargers. (For D1 I use a 1N4001 diode.) 


- quick charge here 


| 
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Some experimentation and much patience are needed to find the best 
resistor to limit full charge current. 


This method can be used to fully charge a gel cell. I leave the 
battery/charger system as shown above for days until it reaches a 
voltage between 13.5 and 13.8 volts, then place the BE directly on 
the battery, this way ALL current from the BE goes to the battery. 
Measure the voltage when you do this and you will notice that the 
battery voltage climbs to 14.4 volts rather quickly. The battery is 
fully charged when this happens. Place the BE back into the above 
configuration for continued battery care, maintenance. 


The resistor needed will be different for each BE used since they are 
all a bit different, even the ones from the same lot like the ones I 
buy, but if you buy a bunch you will be able to find one resistor 
value that is good for the majority. 


I recommend starting with a 100 ohm five or 10 watt resistor and the 
diode. This should get you close (about 13.0 to 13.3 volts) then add 
resistance until the battery is fully charged and continue to measure 
the voltage for a few days to be sure it doesn't over charge (go above 
13.80 Volts when in maintenance mode). I have noticed that in this 
arrangement even adding a volt meter affects the voltage reading when 
the battery is close to full charge. 


Also, this arrangement works for lead acid batterys but the resistance I 
use is 150 ohms. 


Five watt resistors get HOT with the BE's I use so take care not to 
touch them for too long a time. 


Good-luck and I hope this helps. I am not finished with my experiments 
but this is what I have found out so far.

I work for Unisys Corp as a Customer Service Engineer and lately in networks 
and installation and all that..... Used to service Control Power Corp and 

Exide UPS's. Most of the time when I'd get called out to assist on them, they 
would not switch over to battery power. The guys that I'd go out to help would 
look at me r e a 1 strange when I'd walk in with a sealed beam headlamp, two 
clip leads and a volt meter. All of the ones that I got to work on had 12v 
batteries - usually Yuasa brand, which I feel is the best - but testing them 
would be the same for 6V batteries, assuming you can find a 6V sealed beam 
headlamp. 

Put the clip leads on the battery - one on plus, one on minus. The other end 
of the clip lead go to each side of the headlamp and each meter lead. The 
lamp lights (hopefully) and the voltage (on the 12V batteries) should not go 
below 10.5 or 11 volts after about a minute. If it does, we replaced them. 
Cheap way to test the batteries.

Two of them in series for 12 V - yes, no problem and you can use the headlamp 
test. If you want to series/parallel them, I'd think you would use diodes so 
that one pair would not try to charge another pair. 


As far as charging the 12V 36 amp batteries (just got 16 of them out of a 
de-commissioned UPS - took two days to get them home in the car because the 
back end was pretty low with 8 of them in the trunk!) I use a 30 or 40 dollar 
charger that I picked up at K-Mart. Don't know the model, but it has 3 lights. 
one for power, one for charging and one for charged. When the battery gets 
pretty well charged the charging and charged lights alternate lit up. Several 
hours later the charged light stays lit about 90% of the time. I have left 
this charger on for days and doesn't seem to hurt the battery. About a year 
ago I left a lamp motorcycle battery charger hooked to one of them for a few 
days and it overheated and split the battery and I had acid/gunk all over the 
bench.

PART II - QRP OPERATION FROM FT. 


JONES IN THE SCOTT VALLEY 


The next day, we drove to Ft. Jones CA, which is about 15 miles west of Yreka CA. 
The Scott Valley lies tucked away in the far northern reach of 


CA. 


It is roughly 25 air-miles below the Oregon border. 


It is enclosed by mountains: The Marble Mountains on the west rise to 8,000 feet. 
To the north, the Scott Bar Mountains rise to about 6,000 feet 

and at the south end the Scott Mountains rise to over 7,000 feet. On the 

east side, an un-named range rises close to 6,000 feet and separates the 

valley from the Shasta valley. The valley floor is at about 2,700 feet. 


Most of my Hamming was done later in the evenings and early mornings on 40 meters 
using the Wilderness Sierra at about 2 watts. 


I found a couple of old elm trees and put up a long wire antenna: 110 feet long 
with a 40 foot vertical wire that went directly into the tuner. 
The antenna radiated north and south: 


110 feet 


With the long wire, I was able to work from Alaska to San Diego. DX was 
a VK and a JA. However, no contacts to the east. 


On Wednesday, I changed the antenna configuration to a half square for 40 
meters. The top was 69 feet and the vertical sections were 34 feet. One 
of the vertical sections fed directly into the tuner. Again, the antenna 
radiated north and south. 


69 feet 


This time, stations in Alaska, Oregon, Wa, Utah, CA and Arkansas. But it 
was still almost impossible to work stations to the East even tho they 
had strong QRO signals. DX was Hawaii! 


All-in-all, it was a fun QRP operation. I wanted to work Dallas, but 
apparently the mountains blocked my eastern path.

Another thanks to the folks on the list who sent me suggestions for 
antennas and traveling with radios.

Hi from Malaysia 
Hi everybody, this is a greeting from Malaysia. I'm Tak, a Japanese 


engineer working in Kuala Lumpur with a local call 9M2EN. I also have 
JH3WBK and AA7ZA both active. 


I got a Ten Tec Paragon II, OHR400(completed assembly a couple months 
ago, but have not aligned yet due to lack of an oscillo-scope), Mizuho 
MX-14 and P-7DX. Ah, I got a St.Lous Tuner but haven't started the 
assembly yet. 


I have been interested in QRP for a long time, but since I have a space 
problem here and got only an Isoloop antenna, I would not even try the QRP 
operation here. But it all changed about three weeks ago when I worked a 
RV station and then followed by ZS, VK and JA with 1.2 watt in CW on 20 
meters. I could not believe it when the ZS station came back to me on my 
second call and gave me 559. I have not tried SSB yet but I am now looking 
for a comfortable microphone. 


I guess most of you are not familiar with the Mizuho rigs so I would like to 
provide some information. Mizuho is a small ham radio equipment 

manufacturer dedicated for only QRP rigs and accessories for quite a long 
time and fairly famous in Japan. 


(MX-14) 

This is a handy Walkie-Talkie type 20 m SSB and CW QRP transceiver and 

mine puts out 1.2 watts(used to be 2 watts though). It can contain seven 
pieces of AA batteries inside and it got a built in charging circuit. This rig 
covers 50 Khz with one crystal and it can have two crystals. I chose my 
crystals so that it covers 14.000 - 14.050 for CW and 14.150 - 14.200 

for SSB. It also got an AGC, RIT, attenuator, S-meter, a small push switch 
as a CW key and it came with a whip antenna with a trap coil. A noise 
blanker used to be sold as an option. I sometimes used it while I was 
walking and I could make some contacts with local stations in SSB. It was 
sold as a kit with a completed and aligned PCB, and I paid more or less than 
$200 in 1989. I think those rigs as well as the ones for other bands are 
still being sold with a noise blanker but may be more expensive now. 


(P-7DX) 

This is a 0.6 W out 7Mhz CW transceiver like other similar QRP rigs 
available in the US. It has an S-meter, QSK, AGC, RIT and side tone but not 
a keyer. I used it occasionally for domestic QSOs when I was in Tokyo. 
Unfortunately here in Malaysia, 7 Mhz is too crowded by many illegal 
stations probably from Indonesia(10 Mhz is in a similar situation). 


Anyway, being fascinated by the QRP adventure and knowing that I can 
enjoy QRP with my Isoloop antenna, I am reading QRP related articles in 
QRPp, CQ, 73 and QRP-L almost everyday, spending a longer time than the 
time I am in the air.

A little clarification of my last post: 

>> 

>> Simple, Bob -- just put a 10K to 100K 1W resistor from the antenna to ground 
>> to "bleed off" the static buildup! Works for me out here in the high desert 
>> country...

One should probably use AT LEAST 100K to ground (up to 1M or so) for "random 
wire" antennas that might have a high radiation resistance. 


And in response to some good questions: 


> 


>I have 3 questions for you: 

> 

>1. does this take the place of those low cost "lightning arrestors" that 

> cushcraft and other companies sell? 

> 

Nope; it won't do squat for "fast rise" pulses induced by nearby lightning 
discharges. You need additional protection -- spark gap, MOV, etc. such as 
you reference above -- to protect against that sort of thing. The best 
protection of all is to disconnect and ground all antennas OUTSIDE the 
building when a thunderstorm is likely. 


>2. is this something generic that you should always do with all of your 

> antennas, including verticals like my gap which have to be isolated 

> from ground to work right? 

> 

Absolutely -- I have 1M 1W resistors across the two antenna connectors in an 
antenna relay box in my back yard. One antenna is a GAP Voyager and the 

other is an inverted Vee. I also have 100K to ground at the input of each of 
my several antenna tuners (20K in my St Louis Tuner -- it is QRP, after all!). 


>3. will this lower the static noise level of the antenna? 

> 

No -- but it will get rid of the loud "snaps" and "pops" that occur when 
static charges get large enough to arc over someplace (like in Bob's tuner) 
-- and might well save your receiver mixer (FET, diode ring, etc.) or RF amp 
if it is not diode protected.

I am having a great deal of difficulity filling out your QRP survey on 

Q18 through Q60. The problem is that it doesn't recognize the fact 

that there are reasons for having multiple rigs with each rig focused 

on a different use. The survey doesn't allow you to make any distinctions 
and tries to force you into one meaningless conglomeration. 


For example, one rig needs to be small, light, low Rx power and mono 

band for back-packing and traveling purposes. Another rig that would 

be used at home for contesting has a whole different and contrary set of 
needs. A third rig might be for homebrew experimenting purposes or just 
for the fun of building a kit. No *single*x survey would allow a QRPer to 
have these multiple foci even though practically all of us do. 


I don't have a recommendation on how the survey should be changed to take 
this into account, but some way needs to be found. As of right now, I 
can't fill out your survey in a meaningful way.

I had always felt that what you 
said was the proper way to do it, but have long since noticed that it is 
often ignored in the QRP publishing world. Although I make 

exceptions sometimes, my first reaction in those rare instances where 
someone informs me that he is submitting to me and someone else 
simultaneously, is to discard his submission and let whoever else got it 
print it. There have been instances where I have received something 

for my Idea Exchange column in the QRP Quarterly, and before I got it into 
print I saw it appear elsewhere. In rare instances the author lets me 
know he submitted it to more than one journal, but the vast majority do 
not. If the item is of sufficient interest I run it anyhow, usually with 
a note that it appeared elsewhere first. When I see something on QRP-L of 
interest and ask the author for permission, I usually send a CC to KI6DS 
of NorCal (and lately have started adding CQC sometimes) so we can hash 
things out if both of us want to use it. If Doug already has permission I 
usually let him have sole possession, though sometimes--with full 
agreement between us--I try to get it into the QRP Quarterly as well. 


I also have the dual submission problem internally at times, when people 
will send me something for the Idea Exchange and then submit the same item 
to another editor of the QRP Quarterly--and always without my knowledge! 
I've already discarded a couple of things that appeared in print elsewhere 
in the QRP Quarterly before I had room for them in my column...in the same 
magazine!

SN or VE means 'understood'. This prosign is mentioned in the ARRL 
Handbook and many other sources for certain, although I cannot now 
tell you which pages. 


When I questioned the obligatory use at the morse code exam of VE for 
‘error' instead of HH here in Finland, some sources offered the 
explanation that error '........ ' or HH was used to mean something 
quite different during WWII in Germany. The use of VE as error sign in 
certain countries (I have seen it only in Finnish sources) was assumed 
to be a relict of that time. In one source the author noted that it 
seemed to him that VE was used in some countries to mean something 


like ‘repeat’. 


I thought it strange that one country should demand the use of an 
error sign meaning such a different thing to almost all other 


operators and proposed allowing '........ at exams also. 


I have noticed that while most hams do not use very many prosigns in 
their QSO's, in certain parts of Europe the use of SN for ‘understood' 
seems to be common.
